WOULD REDUCE PRICES

Washington, Nov. 22.—Represen- 


tative Fitzgerald, 
Democrat, chair- 


man of the 
house 
appropriations 


committee, announced today that he 
favored an embargo 
on 
foodstuffs 


and that it was his purpose to pre- 
pare a bill and to press the subject 
early the coming session of congress. 


"Two reasons chiefly impel me to 


favor embargo legislation on food- 
stuffs," said Mr. Fitzgerald. 
"It is 


the most effective weapon in our 
controversy with Great Britain over 
her unwarranted, outrageous and in- 
defensible 
blacklist 
of 
American 


merchants. 
As our foodstuffs 
are 


needed abroad, an embargo will be 
more effective than weary 
months 


of diplomatic negotiations which end 
in the continuance of the indefensi- 
ble practices against our rights. 


"The embargo also should be im- 


posed for purely domestic 
reasons. 


The prices 
of 
food 
stuffs 
have 


reached levels 
that 
are 
bringing 


widespread distress to the country. 
Many hundreds of thousands of our 
people are suffering from the lack 
of the necessities of life. Wholesale 
prices in many commodities are less 
abroad today' than 
they 
were a 


year ago; here the 
retail 
prices 


have advanced "alarmingly. 


"The 
argument 
that 
nothing 


should be done to interfere with the 
expansion of our foreign trade does 
not impress me. 
Of -what profit is 


it if our foreign 
trade is to grow 


•with leaps and bounds "while our own 
people are brought to the verge of 
starvation as a result of it. 


"The time is ripe for the embargo 


and I hope to see legislation speedi- 
ly1- enacted ~to Jtajiose it. Let Amer- 
ica be for America first."

SPANISH BUDGET 


CUTS EXPENSES; 


NEW TAX SYSTEM

The new budget shows a surplus 


of $17,000,000. 
It reduces the ap- 


propriation for the war ministry by 
more than one million dollars. 


Authorization is given for recon- 


structing Spain's financial and

system and for establishment of a 
national agricultural bank and 
a 


bank of commerce.

RAIL COMMUNICATION CUT 


New Battle Opens Along the 


Macedonian Front, Where 
Teutonic Allies Resist 
Pursuit of Conquering 
Serbs and French—Quiet 
Prevails On Front in Bel- 
gium and France.

London, Nov. 22.—The fate of the 


Rumanian armies in western Walla- 
ehia appears yet to be hanging in 
the balance. 


The exact 
measure of the fruits 


gathered by the Teutonic 
invaders 


from their capture of the important 
Wallachian city of Craiova reported 
yesterday is not yet apparent, but 
fears are expressed in entente quar- 
ters for the safety of the Rumanian 
forces that have been operating in 
the Orsova region, on the western 
Rumanian frontier, now that 
the 


main line railroad has been cut at 
Craiova. Also it seems virtually all 
of western Wallaehia has been won 
by the armies of the Central Powers. 


A new battle has opened on 
the 


Macedonian front where the 
Bul- 


garians and Germans who evacuated 
Monastir are making a stand against 
the pursuing Serbians and French. 
Paris reports the 
Teutonic 
allies 


making a stubborn resistance, and a 
heavy fog also holding up the ad- 
vance. 


The battle line is at 
its nearest 


point to Monastir immediately north 
of the city at 
Snegova and 
runs 


thence 
almost 
directly 
eastward 


across the country within the bend 
of the Cerna river. 
In pushing the 


Serman-Bulgarian 
forces back 
to

made important captures of men and 
material.

Permanent Injunction Against, Enforcement of Adamson 


Law-Couit Grants Injunction and Instructs Plaintiffs 


to Aid Federal Attorneys in Hurrying Case 


to U. S. Supreme Court 


COURT SAYS LAW CAW 


NOT BE 
SUSTAINED 


Case Will Be Rushed to Highest Tribunal and Every 


Railroad In the United States Will Be Invited to Par- 
ticipate In Hearing, Which Will Settle Question Defi- 
nitely—Expect to Get Hearing On Appeal December 
4th Before Supreme Court—Final Decision is Looked 


. for Promptly as Law is to Become Effective January 


1st—Full Text of Judge William C. Hook's Decision

unconstitutional here today by Judge 
William C. Hook in United States 
district court. 


;fudge Hook directed the receiv- 


ers of the Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Gulf railroad, who brought the orig- 
inal action in this case to enjoin the 
law from going into effect, to assist 
the government in 
expediting the 


case to the supreme 
court of the 


United States for final decision and 
instructed them through their at- 
torneys to invite the representatives 
of every railroad in this country to 
participate in the hearings before 
:he Unted States supreme court. 


This was requested in the govern- 


ment's motion to dismiss 
the 
in- 


junction petition of the 
railroad. 


:he government 
desiring to avoid 


'prolonged, 
unnecessary and scat- 


tered litigation." that would be made 
necessary by the hearing of count- 
less similar 
suits 
filed by every 


railway system in every federal dis- 
trict in the United States through 
which their lines run. 


It is expected that the 
ultimate 


decision as to whether the law will 
go into 
effect 
January 1, will he 


landed down before that time. A 
;ranscript of the present case will he 
Tiled in the United States supreme 
court before it reconvenes Dec. 4. 


Neither the attorneys 
for many 


.arge railroad systems 
who

present in court nor the government 
counsel present would comment on 
;he court's decree as to whether it 
was regarded as a victory on the one 
hand or a setback on the other. Ap- 
parently both sides regarded the case 
as a means of hastening a decision 
jy the supreme court which is the 
iinal arbiter.

Following Judge Hook's decision, 


?rank Hagerman, special counsel for 
the government gave notice of an 
appeal which, will be certified by the 
court late today. 
Mr. Hagerman 


also moved that the railroads' action 
against the officers 
of 
the 
four 


jrotherhoods who were made joint 
defendants with 
the government, 


either be dismissed 
or that the 


jrotherhood officers be permitted to 
;ake an appeal similar to that of 
the government. 
This motion also 


will be passed upon by Judge Hook 
late today. 
The text of Judge Hook's decree 


lollows: 
"This is an independent suit to 


enjoin the enforcement of a recent 
act of congress, commonly called the 
Adamson law upon the ground that 
it is contrary to the constitution. In 
the character of the averments the 
plaintiffs bill of complaint is stated 
to be typical of a number of suits re- 
cently filed because 
railroad com- 


panies in various district courts of 
the United States. 
A motion to dis- 


miss has been presented on behalf 
of the defendant United States at- 
torney. The sole question raised by 
it is that of the constitutionality of 
the law. The court is informed that 
the other cases stand on application 
for temporary injunctions. 


"An appeal from an order grant- 


ing or refusing a temporary injunc- 
tion goes to the circuit court of ap- 
peals and not further by 
ordinary 


procedure while an appeal from 
a 


finai order or decree in such a case 
would go direct 
to 
the supreme 


court of the United States. 


In the former a decision would be 


inconclusive, in the Jatter a decision 
would definitely settle the question 
for the whole country. The motion 
to dismiss tbe case, however, it is 
decided, will promptly result in a 
final decree from which an appeal 
will be tawcn to the supreme court. 


"The assistance of this court has 


be<m invoked to facilitate a finai 
and authoritative determination of 
the 
constitutional 
question. The 


cas" was presented but yesterday and 
a derision is expected today.

judgment is that as the court con- 
strues the terms of the law, it can 
not be sustained. Since both parties 
have said they would not plead fur- 
ther whatever the decision might be 
a decree will be entered 
for 
f the 


plaintiffs, reciting that the'defend- 
ant prays and is -allowed an appeal in 
au open court. The case in which' the 
Plaintiffs were appointed receivers 
is in charge of the judge who is act- 
ing here. An order will be entered 
in that case directing plaintiffs and 
their counsel to co-operate with the 
department of justice injodging Jthe 
appeal in the supreme court by De- 
cember 4 next, and in then 'moving 
for the

Emperor Francis Joseph has caused 
notable emotion in Vienna, says the 
Exchange Telegraph company's Ams- 
terdam correspondent.

The emperor, the dispatch adds, 


was feverish 
yesterday

his bed chamber by his daughter. 
Archduchess Valerie, He found him- 
self unable to sleep and asked that 
his physicians be summoned, com- 
plaining of pains in the throat. 


At nine o'clock the emperor ap- 


peared to be in a more restful state. 
A few moments later, according

the details received, the doctors saw 
him and he made a gesture pointing 
to his throat. A second afterwards 
he was dead.

ITHIN a short time the death 


of the Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph of Austria-Hungary, 
preceded by the removal by 


assassination from the line of succes- 
sion of his nephew. Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, has placed on the throne 
of the ancient dual empire the man 
who was known formerly as the Arch- 
duke Charles Francis Joseph. On him 
devolves the task of maintaining the 
position of Austria-Hungary at home 
and abroad. 


Before Francis Ferdinand met his 


tragic death, with his morganatic wife, 
the Duchess of Hdii'enberg, at the hands 
of a young Servian in Sarajevo, it was 
predicted freely that he would be the 
last emperor to rule over united Aus- 
tria and Hungary, with the many oth- 
er divisions of the old empire. But 
Francis Ferdinand did not live to wear 
the famous historic iron crown, and it 
remains to be seen how long it will 
rest on {he,; head of his '. nephew, 
Charles Francis Joseph.

The new emperor is the son of the 


Ar'chduke Otto, who was the younger 
brother of Francis Ferdinand. Arch- 
duke Otto .was born at Grass in 1865 
and died in" Vienna in 1906. The moth- 
er of the new emperor" was a Saxon 
princess. He himself is'. 'Hapsbnrg. 


'Emperor In a Public School, 


.pharles Francis Joseph was born at 
Persenbeug on Aug. 17, 1887. He at- 
tended the Vienna public schools* some- 
thing;.preyiously unheard of. in his-fa'in- 
ily, and 'to this association with- the 
sons3of vorkingmen the beginning-- of 
his popularity with the people of his 
empire is said to be due. Before his 
accession he held high military rank 
In the powerful Austrian army an*, 
held honorary commissions in the 
Eleventh'"Prussian hussars,- the First 
Saxon uhlans and the Thirteenth Ba- 
varian infantry; Among the honorary 
orders of which be was a member are 
those of the Golden Fleece, the Black 
Eagle and St Hubert 


The public school life of Charles 


Francis Joseph lasted only a short 
time. 
Under the supervision of his 


mother, Archduchess Maria Josepha. 
governesses andtprivate tutors looked 
after the young archduke until he was 
fourteen, while the emperor also took 
much interest in his course of studies.. 


'A't'tourteen: he entered the Scbot- 


tische gymnasium in Vienna, a school 
'•attached'to"Ibe convent of the Benedic- 
' tines, founded by Scotch monks who 
- came to Austria in the sixteenth cen- 
"iury. As a member, of "the imperial 
"f aTnitythe young archduke caine" of 'age 
ac eighteen, when he received the or- 
der of the Golden Fleece, and at the 
same time entered the army as lieuten- 
ant in ^'aristocratic cavalry regiment. 


Must Know Many Languages. 


It was then that his serious educa- 


tion as a future-.monarch and ruler be-4 
gan. 
The experience and /special 


knowledge required from any sovereign 
In these days demand a tremendous 
amount of perseverance, labor and nat- 
ural ability.; but in the case of the 
Hapsburgs these are' still further in; 
creased by the polyglot character of the 
empire over which they rule The em- 
peror of Austria and king of Hungary 
must speak at least half a dozen 
tongues. 


The archduke began his state educa- 


tion at Prague under the guidance of 
high military officers. A seemingly be- 
wildering but really carefully well 
thought out plan of study was pre- 
pared for the archduke, covering a 
wide range of statecraft. It Included 
canon and ecclesiastical law, constitu- 
tional law, administrative procedure, 
common law. civil law arid civil pro- 
cedure, commercial law, banking law 
and criminal law. and procedure. In 
addition to this' complex mass'of legal 
studies the archduke had also to study 
national*" economy, political 'economy, 
financial science and' commercial pol- 
itics. At'the same tiine the young 
archduke was engaged in learning hisj 
military duties and in his odd timcj 
keeping tip what he had learned of j 
French. Italian, Hungarian. Polish and 


Czech, besides his 
native German 


tongue. 


Ha Has a Good Memory. 


-He inherited the wonderful memory 


and intellectuality of the I-Iapsburgs, 
which enabled him to assimilate a fair 
sum of general knowledge in a com 
paratively brief time. 


He is credited with the possession 


of tact, the ability to say the right 
thing at the right time and in the 
right manner to everybody with whom 
he is brought in contact. He shows 
an intelligent Interest in many sub- 
jects, arid especially in all military 
affairs, therein following the example 
of his great-uncle. Francis Joseph. 
Like the emperor, too, he. is an enthu 
Elastic sportsman,- and' whenever -bis 
military duties permit he is eager to 
have a few days' hunting. 


> 
: His wife, the Empress Zita. is a 
meriiber of the Bourbon house of Par- 
ma. 'The duchy was made a part of 
the kingdom of Italy after the war of 
1859. and since 'that time the principal 
residence of the family has been at 
the "castle of Schwarzau. not far from 
Vienna. It was here that the Princess 
Zita was married onOct 21,1911. She" 
was born at the Villa Pianore; near 
Vlareggio. on May 9. 1892.

Empress Member of Large Family.' 
Of her eightben brothers and sisters 


many are feeble minded; but the Arch- 
duchess Zita herself has always been 
extremely healthy: and of considerable 
'•mental brilliancy. She received an old 
fashioned convent education, but is 
fond of tennis.- hunting and outdoor 
sp'orts in general and-'already has made 
a position for herself at the imperial 
coart 


As usual, it is said that her nnloji 


with the archduke was the result' of -a 
love match. In this case some color 
seems to be lent to the .theory by the 
strong belief that the emperor had 
wanted Charles Francis Joseph to 
marry a daughter of the Archduchess. 
Maria Valeria, his own favorite daugh- 
ter, who was married in 1890 to the 
ArcHduke Franz Saivator of Bapsburg- 
Tuscany. Aside from his reputed dis- 
appointment at the failure of this plan; 
the old-'emperor is said to -have-been 
reluctant to see his grandnephew 
marry into the family of Parina, which 
contains so many subnormal members. 
The Princess Zita. however, impressed 
him so^favorably after he had begun to 
make her. acquaintance that the em- 
peror, thinking of his dead' wife, is 
said to have exclaimed that Zita would 
be a second Elizabeth.

-The first child of-the emperor and 
Empress Zita is a son. Francis Joseph 
Otto, bom at the VilJa Warthoiz. near

KANC1S JOSEPH (CHARLES) 


L. emperor of Austria;, apostolic 
king of Hungary, kio£ of Bohe- 
mia, king of Jerusalem, grand 


duke of Tuscany, duke jpffLorraine, 
etc.. was born at Schoenbrifmn Aug. 18, 
1830. the son of the Austrian;'Archduke 
Francis Charles and the Archduchess' 
Sophie, his wife. who; was a Bavarian) 
pfcucess. His origin .was of the fiigh'- 
est. for in his veins iflpw.ed the blood 
of the Hapsburgs nnd'.ferraines. who 
for a thousand years fij&.<jj jjjeen makers 
of history. His grandfattpr, 'Francis I. 
of Austria, was the lasjr>floly Koman- 
emperor. Francis Joseph,^as no Owen 
Glendower* at whose biSthr^he-front 
of heaven was full>o£c'fij^£shapes/' 
but the cannon which tierafdedviiis en- 
trance into life had but lately been 
trained against the great :Napoleon, 
and- his cradle was' rocked by storms 
which shook all Europe. The spirit of 
liberty was 'abroad, and it was not a 
propitious hour for princes to be born. 


Discontent with the government was 


rife in Austria, the Italian provinces 
were filled with insurrection; and Hun- 
gary was clamoring for freedom. The 
popular movement grew as Francis Jo- 
eeph grew. - Metternich retreated be- 
fore the Austrian masses,-and finally.

The young monarch's first step was 


to promise a free and constitutional 
government, but in this he was beyond 
his time. The course of events: com- 
pelled him to close the national assem- 
bly he had called' and assume absolute 
power. 
He centralized the govern- 


ments of his heterogeneous nationali- 
ties at Vienna and inaugurated impor- 
tant fiscal "and commercial reforms, 
which soon won him the favor of the 
Austrian middle classes. He effected a 
concordat with the pope •which concil- 
iated his Roman Catholic subjects.. He 
put down the Hungarian-revolt ' 


In 1859 lie had to. fight, France, fpr 


Us Italian possessions, and after the 
disastrous defeat' of Solferino. where 
tie commanded In person with, great 
bravery, he lost Milan and northern 
Lombardy. 
The Scbleswig-Holstein 


dispute following the spoliation of Den- 
mark involved him with. France again 
and with Germany. - Sadowa cost Aus- 
tria. Venetia and eliminated-her -from 
German politics. But these ^catastro- 
phes ended Francis Joseph's foreign 
complications for the time and left him 
"ree to attend to bis domestic difflf"1- 
les. 'He succeeded in TecohcUlng' tiie 
almost irreconcilable interests of Aus- 
tria and Hungary, consummated the 
••ompromise under .which the dual king- 
dom is still governed and about which 
here has lately been so much talk, 
promulgated - a most liberal constitu- 
ion, and on June 8,1867, was crowned 
king of Hungary at Pest-Ofen. with 
great pomp and 'ceremony. From that 
imev though constantly the center of 
a political whirlpool; he ruled his ec- 
centric empire as an animal tamer con- 
sols his' menagerie," using alternately 
brco and diplomacy. 


Domestic Trouble*. 


His youth.-so 'saddened by the losses 


of territory which his ancestors had 
owned for ages, was further embittered 
by the efforts of his.political enemies 
to cause trouble between him and bis 
>eautiful young wife, the Princess Eliz- 
abeth of Bavaria.'' They did succeed 
Inally in effecting a separation of the 
emperor'and empress, but it was only 
emporary. Throughout his life the 
'curse of the Hapsburgs" in the form 
of domestic tragedy pursued the; proud 
emperor of Austria as a hunter stalks 
ils prey.': From that terrible day when 
its brother Maximilian.. deserted by 
jouls Napoleon, who had made him 
emperor of Mexico, was shot down like 
a felon by the soldiers of Jnarez and 
be Empress Carlotta came home a 
maniac Francis Joseph bad been a man 
of sorrows, acquainted with grief. His 
cousin, the Archduke Safvntor, ran off 
to sea. preferring the life of a common 
sailor to the exactions of the severest 
court in Christendom, and never was 
heard of again. 
His only son, the 


Crown Prince Rudolph, committed sui- 
cide in 1889 as the result of an unfor- 
tunate love affair. 
Then came the 


crowning stroke of misfortune. 
The 


Empress Elizabeth, adored by high 
and low as the imperial embodiment 
if all the virtues, was assassinated by 
an anarchist daring a visit to Swit- 
zerland. Move recently the scandalous 
elopement of the crown princess of 
Saxony, who was an Austrian arch- 
luchess, reopened the emperor's heart 
wounds, and the assassination of his 
nephew and heir. Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, with the morganatic wife 
f the latter, the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg, broke olm down completely 


Death of Maximilian. 


The tragic death of Maximilian was 
he one incident in his sorrowful ca- 
cer that the emperor was unable to 
orgivc. Francis Joseph ever regard- 
ed Mexico us bis brother's murderer. 
Us gratitude to those who had shown 
mercy or pity to the HI starred Maxi- 
milian was no less long lived. Every 
car—the emperor never .forgot the 
laic—-a Mexican singer named Concha 
Mcndcz received a generous birthday 
gift from fate majesty. With it went *
